One of the trio of surviving free cities of the famous 


Hanseatlc League, Bremen has sent ships to far coun­ 


tries for more than a thousand years. 
The airplane, 


in taking the nam e of tile home town of Baron 


Huenefeld, m aintains tho port’s reputation In the 


era of tile air. 


From the beam ed ceiling of th** g n a t m eeting b a lr in 


B rem en's famous lf»th century 
Hat hails, hand repro­ 


ductions of the brave galleons that made th at i>ort the 


New York of those days. 
The? Bremen senate In session 


in the Grosse Hallo will probably order a model of the 


Bremen monoplane to hand being tin* galleons. 


Tile spirit of Bremen lins been emblazoned on the 


doors of Hails Seefahrt, a guild or society of ship own­ 
ers, m ed ian ts and sea captains. 
Tho guild's purpose, 
pursued since ifs organization in 1515, is to promote 
Bremen's shipping and provide a home for aged sea­ 
farers and windows and orphans of seafarers. 
Its em­ 
blazoned motto reads: 
"Navigare necesse est, vivere m n est nocesse!" 
And that, in English, means, "To travel aboard is 
necessary; to live is not necessary.” 
But the municipal emblem 
of Bremen is not such 
an adventurous bird as Rh namesake airplane. A Saxon 
tribe, driven inland from the coast, up tile W eser river, 
saw a hen with lier brood, sunning herself on a sand 
hill. 
Tho yellow lien looked so contented that the tribe 
w as Inspired to locate on the sand hill and thus Bremen 
began some tim e before Charlemagne. 
And Bremen still uses the symbol of the yellow hen. 
Modern Bremen, a free, self governing town of ap­ 
proximately 300,000 people living in 99 square miles of 
municipal domain, has reverently clung to the monu­ 
m ents of Rh medieval magnificence, tin* Rat lulus, the 
churches, the elaborate guild houses mid several fif­ 
teenth century private homes. 
Bremen lias an additional link with North America 
•fid e from the monoplane so recently arrived. 
In the 
days when the parish 
of the archbishop 
of Bremen 
spread over north Germany and all Scandinavia, an 
official of the cathedral, Adam by name, wrote a monu­ 
m ental history. 
This week, which has given him the title of father 
of modern history, m entions Vinland ami the Viking 
expeditions to the west. 
Adam's history advanced the 
theory th at the Norsemen 
reached 
North 
America. 
Greenely Island, where the Bremen landed on its north 
Atlantic flight, lies within the region where Leif's craft 
is supposed to have touched.

There are a num ber of these so- 
called functional disturbances of H ie 
heart. 
The chief ones are "palpita­ 
tion," and "in term itten t” or "irregu­ 
lar” heartbeat. 
In palpitation there is a feeling of 
"F luttering” In the ( hest. The patient 
is conscious of his h e art’s action, as, 
of course, he is not in health. 
Many a person on occasions, if he 
has the had habit of feeling Dis own 
pulse, will find it irregular. T h at is, 
there will De 
three 
or 
four 
rapid 
beats 
and 
then two or t lire 
slow 
ones. 
In other instances, every once in a 
while the heart seems to miss a beat, 
as if the heart lias stopped for a im* 
ment. 
N eurasthenics 
may 
have 
these 
symptoms. 
Debilitated persons also 
present them. Overworked and wor­ 
ried persons suffer this way some­ 
times. 
Excessive smoking, tea or coffee 
drinking, or intestinal poisoning, are 
usually responsible for such annoying 
symptoms. 
Cut down on tobacco and 
tile beverages and the trouble will 
usually vanish. 
Constipation or gastric disturbances 
must lie overcome. 
If the patient is 
overworking, m entally or physically, 
n short respite will restore Hie heart 
to its norm al action. 
Overeating, 
crowding the stomach 
with food, m ay be responsible for one 
of these functional disturbance. Since 
most persons are amazingly careless 
in their eating habits, the wonder is 
th a t such derangem ents are not vast­ 
ly more common.
